The  Adjutant  General  of  Mississippi 


Major  General  William  L.  Freeman,  Jr.,  is  the  Adjutant  General  of 
Mississippi.  He  is  responsible  for  providing  the  State  of  Mississippi  and 
the  United  States  of  America  with  a  ready  force  of  over  13,000  Citizen 
Soldiers  and  Airmen,  equipped  and  trained  to  respond  to  any  contingen¬ 
cy,  natural  or  manmade.  He  directs  the  Mississippi  Military  Department 
and  oversees  the  development  and  coordination  of  all  policies,  plans,  and 
programs  of  the  Mississippi  National  Guard  in  concert  with  the  Governor 
and  legislature  of  the  State. 

General  Freeman’s  military  service  began  3 1  July  1966,  when  he 
enlisted  in  the  Mississippi  Army  National  Guard’s  Headquarters  and 
Headquarters  Battery, 4/ 1 1 4th  Field  Artillery  Battalion,  Newton,  Mis¬ 
sissippi,  as  an  artilleryman.  Following  Officer  Candidate  School  at  the 
Mississippi  Military  Academy,  he  was  commissioned  25  August  1969,  as 
an  artillery  officer. 

Prior  to  his  current  appointment,  in  March  1996,  he  was  appointed 
as  the  Commander  of  66th  Troop  Command,  Mississippi  Army  National 
Guard.  As  commander,  he  guided  the  formulation,  development,  train¬ 
ing,  and  implementation  of  all  programs  and  policies  affecting  the  66th 
Troop  Command’s  2,457  Citizen  Soldiers. 

He  was  appointed  Adjutant  General  of  Mississippi  by  Governor 
Hailey  Barbour  on  8  March  2008,  confirmed  by  the  Mississippi  Senate  in 
April,  and  assumed  responsibility  of  the  Mississippi  Military  Department 
on  I  May  2008. 


Commander,  66th  Troop  Command 


Colonel  Robert  F.  Thomas  is  the  Commander,  66th  Troop  Command, 
Mississippi  Army  National  Guard.  As  commander,  he  guides  the  formu¬ 
lation,  development  and  implementation  of  all  programs  and  policies 
affecting  the  Troop  Command  and  its  3,600  Citizen  Soldiers. 

He  also  serves  as  the  full-time  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  Army.  He 
guides  the  formulation,  development  and  implementation  of  all  programs 
and  policies  affecting  the  Mississippi  Army  National  Guard  and  its  nearly 
10,000  Citizen  Soldiers. 

Colonel  Thomas’  military  service  began  in  February  1971 ,  when  he 
enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy.  He  came  to  the  Mississippi  Army  Na¬ 
tional  Guard  in  May  1980  and  was  assigned  as  a  Forward  Observer,  Bat¬ 
tery  B,4th  Battalion,  1 14th  Field  Artillery  Regiment,  in  Forrest.  He  later 
went  on  to  command  Batteries  B,  C  &  the  Service  Battery  of  the  4th  Bat¬ 
talion,  1 14th  Field  Artillery.  FromAugust  1998  to  May  2001,  he  served 
as  Commander,  1st  Battalion,  204th  Air  Defense  Artillery  Regiment,  in 
Newton.  In  April  2004,  he  was  assigned  as  the  Team  Chief  of  the  1 14th 
Army  Liaison  Team  while  deployed  for  Operation  Iraqi  Freedom.  He 
served  as  Commander,  Forward  Operating  Base  Abu  Ghraib,  Iraq,  from 
April  2004  until  February  2005.  He  was  appointed  Assistant  Adjutant 
General ,  Army  (full-time)  in  December  2008,  and  assumed  command  of 
the  66th  Troop  Command  on  January  1 , 2009.

LTC  Don  C.  Ahshapanek  is  the  Commander.  I -204th  ADA  Newton.  Mis¬ 
sissippi.  As  commander,  he  guides  the  formulation,  development  and  imple¬ 
mentation  of  all  programs  and  policies  affecting  the  Battalion  and  it's  403 
Citizen  Soldiers. 

LTC  Ahshapanek  service  began  in  April  1992  on  active  duty  serving  as 
battery  executive  officer  with  the  3/320th  Field  Artillery,  Fort  Sill,  Oklaho¬ 
ma.  In  June  of  1992.  he  was  assigned  as  a  battery  fire  direction  officer  with 
the  3- 1 8th  Field  Artillery  and  later  served  as  platoon  leader  until  July  1993. 
LTC  Ahshapanek  was  then  assigned  as  Assistant  Operations  Officer  with  the 
3- 1 87th  Infantry  under  the  101st  Airborne  and  deployed  to  Sinai,  Egypt  until 
January  1996. 

Upon  completion  of  tour.  LTC  Ahshapanek  served  as  Battalion  Fire  Sup¬ 
port  Officer  at  Fort  Campbell,  Kentucky  until  June  1996  when  he  left  active 
duty. 

LTC  Ahshapanek  joined  the  Mississippi  Army  National  Guard  in  July 
2003  where  he  served  as  Battalion  Executive  Officer  of  the  2-1 14th  Field 
Artillery.  In  July  2005  he  was  deployed  as  the  155th  Brigade  Combat  Team 
Fire  Support  Officer  in  Iraq.  After  its  tour,  LTC  Ahshapanek  was  reassigned 
to  the  1 14th  ALT  until  July  2008.  LTC  Ahshapanek  worked  as  a  Mobilization 
Planner,  with  the  177th  Armor  Brigade  at  Camp  Shelby  Joint  Forces  Training 
Center.  He  was  then  assigned  Chief  of  Staff  at  66th  Troop  Command  until 
August  2010  when  he  was  selected  for  Battalion  Command  as  the  I -204th 
ADA  Commander.

William  L.  Freeman,  Jr.  (Ret) 

Lieutenant  General  (MS)  William  L.  Freeman,  Jr., 
was  born  in  Meridian,  Mississippi.  A  life-long  native 
of  Newton,  he  graduated  from  Newton  High  School, 
East  Central  Community  College,  the  University  of 
Mississippi,  where  he  received  a  bachelor  of  Busi¬ 
ness  Administration  in  Banking  and  Finance,  and 
the  Louisiana  State  University  School  of  Banking. 

General  Freeman  began  his  military  career  when  he 
enlisted  in  the  Mississippi  Army  National  Guard's  Headquarters  and  Headquar¬ 
ters  Battery,  4/114th  Field  Artillery  Battalion,  Newton,  Mississippi,  as  an  artil¬ 
leryman.  Following  Officer  Candidate  School  at  the  Mississippi  Military  Acad¬ 
emy,  he  was  commissioned  as  a  Second  Lieutenant,  Field  Artillery,  25  August 
1969.  He  has  served  in  command  positions  at  every  level,  to  include  Battery, 
Battalion,  Brigade,  and  Major  Subordinate  Commands.  In  March  1996,  he  was 
appointed  as  the  Commander  of  66th  Troop  Command's  2,457  citizen-Soldiers. 

It  was  there  that  he  received  his  first  star  as  Brigadier  General. 

On  1  May  2008,  he  was  appointed  by  Gov.  Haley  Barbour  as  the  Adjutant  Gen¬ 
eral  and  Commanding  General  of  both  the  Mississippi  Army  and  Air  National 
Guard.  Shortly  after,  he  received  his  second  star  as  Major  General  (10  July 
2008)  as  he  was  leading  nearly  12,500  Soldiers  and  Airmen.  During  this  time, 
many  of  the  men  and  women  were  serving  in  Operations  Iraqi  Freedom  and 
Enduring  Freedom.  Throughout  his  tenure  as  Adjutant  General,  he  was  tasked 
with  several  state  active  duty  emergencies,  including  tornadoes  in  Yazoo  City 
and  Smithville,  the  Gulf  oil  spill,  and  a  number  of  flooding  incidents  around  the 
state.  General  Freeman  was  promoted  to  his  current  rank  as  lieutenant  general 
upon  his  retirement  in  January  2012. 

General  Freeman's  military  awards  and  decorations  include  the  Legion  of  Merit, 
Meritorious  Service  Medal,  Army  Achievement  Medal,  Army  Reserve  Com¬ 
ponents  Medal  (with  5  Oak  Leaf  Clusters),  National  Defense  Service  Medal, 
Humanitarian  Service  Medal,  Armed  Forces  Reserve  Medal  (with  "X"  device) 
and  the  Army  Service  Ribbon. 

General  Freeman  is  married  to  the  former  Karen  McEntyre;  they  have  two 
children,  Tre  and  Dana,  and  six  grandchildren.  He  retired  with  over  40  years  of 
military  service  in  Mississippi  Army  National  Guard.

William  L.  (Bill)  Waller,  Jr. 

Brigadier  General  (Ret.)  William  l .  (Bill)  Waller,  Jr,  is  a 
native  and  current  resident  of  Jackson.  After  graduating 
from  Murrah  High  School,  he  received  his  bachelor's 
degree  from  Mississippi  State  University  and  his  law  de¬ 
gree  from  the  University  of  Mississippi  in  1977.  He  prac¬ 
ticed  law  with  the  firm  of  Waller  and  Waller  in  Jackson 
for  more  than  twenty  years.  He  served  as  a  Municipal 
Judge  for  the  City  of  Jackson  from  1995  to  1996. 


The  General's  military  service  began  in  1974,  when  he 
was  commissioned  a  second  lieutenant  by  Mississippi  State  University's  Reserve  Officer 
Training  Corps,  and  recognized  as  a  distinguished  military  graduate.  Prior  to  this  assign¬ 
ment,  General  Waller  served  as  Commander  of  the  2nd  Battalion,  198th  Armor,  Squadron 
Commander,  1st  Squadron,  108th  Cavalry  Regiment,  and  most  recently  as  Deputy  Com¬ 
mander  of  66th  Troop  Command,  Mississippi  Army  National  Guard. 


Waller  was  elected  to  the  Mississippi  Supreme  Court  In  November  1996,  and  was  re¬ 
elected  in  November  2004.  He  served  as  a  Presiding  Justice  from  January  2004  until 
December  2008.  He  became  Chief  Justice  in  January  2009. 


Waller  has  worked  to  bring  various  reforms  to  the  legal  system.  He  supported  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  mediation  rules  for  civil  litigation;  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Mississippi  Public 
Defender  Task  Force  from  2000  to  2005;  and  chaired  the  Supreme  Court  Rules  Commit- 
l(M.  from  2001  to  2008.

World  War  II  was  a  global 

war  that  was  under  way  by  1939  and 
ended  in  1945.  It  involved  a  vast  majority 
of  the  world's  nations— including  all  of 
the  great  powers — eventually  forming  two 
opposing  military  alliances:  the  Allies  and 
the  Axis.  It  was  the  most  widespread  war  in 
history,  with  more  than  100  million  people 
serving  in  military  units.  In  a  state  of  "total 
war",  the  major  participants  placed  their 
entire  economic,  industrial,  and  scientific 
capabilities  at  the  service  of  the  war  effort, 
erasing  the  distinction  between  civilian  and 
military  resources.  Marked  by  significant 
events  involving  the  mass  death  of  civilians, 
including  the  Holocaust  and  the  only  use 
of  nuclear  weapons  in  warfare,  it  resulted 
in  50  million  to  over  70  million  fatalities. 
These  deaths  make  World  War  II  by  far  the 
deadliest  conflict  in  all  of  human  history.[l] 

Although  the  Empire  of  Japan  was  already 
at  war  with  the  Republic  of  China  in 
1937, [2]  the  world  war  is  generally  said  to 
have  begun  on  1  September  1939,  with 
the  invasion  of  Poland  by  Germany,  and 
subsequent  declarations  of  war  on  Germany 
by  France  and  most  of  the  countries  of 
the  British  Empire  and  Commonwealth. 
Germany  set  out  to  establish  a  large  empire 
in  Europe.  From  late  1939  to  early  1941,  in 
a  series  of  campaigns  and  treaties,  Germany 
conquered  or  subdued  much  of  continental 
Europe.  Following  the  Molotov-Ribbentrop 
Pact,  the  nominally  neutral  Soviet  Union 
fully  or  partially  invaded,  occupied  and 
annexed  territories  of  its  six  European 
neighbours,  including  Poland.  The  United 
Kingdom  and  its  Commonwealth  remained 
the  only  major  force  continuing  the  fight 
against  the  Axis,  with  battles  taking  place 
in  North  Africa  as  well  as  the  long-running 
Battle  of  the  Atlantic.  In  June  1941,  the 
European  Axis  launched  an  invasion  of  the 
Soviet  Union,  giving  a  start  to  the  largest 
land  theatre  of  war  in  history,  which  tied 
down  the  major  part  of  the  Axis  military 
forces  for  the  rest  of  the  war.  In  December 
1941,  the  Empire  of  Japan,  which  aimed  to 
dominate  East  Asia  and  Indochina,  joined 


the  Axis,  attacked  the  United  States  and 
European  territories  in  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
and  quickly  conquered  much  of  the  West 
Pacific. 

The  Axis  advance  was  stopped  in  1942, 
after  Japan  lost  a  series  of  naval  battles 
and  European  Axis  troops  were  defeated  in 
North  Africa  and,  decisively,  at  Stalingrad. 

In  1943,  with  a  series  of  German  defeats  in 
Eastern  Europe,  the  Allied  invasion  of  Fascist 
Italy,  and  American  victories  in  the  Pacific, 
the  Axis  lost  the  initiative  and  undertook 
strategic  retreat  on  all  fronts.  In  1944,  the 
Western  Allies  invaded  France,  while  the 
Soviet  Union  regained  all  of  its  territorial 
losses  and  invaded  Germany  and  its  allies. 

The  war  in  Europe  ended  with  the  capture 
of  Berlin  by  Soviet  and  Polish  troops  and 
the  subsequent  German  unconditional 
surrender  on  8  May  1945.  During  1944 
and  1945  the  United  States  defeated  the 
Japanese  Navy  and  captured  key  West 
Pacific  islands,  dropping  atomic  bombs  on 
the  country  as  the  invasion  of  the  Japanese 
archipelago  became  imminent.  The  war  in 
Asia  ended  on  15  August  1945  when  the 
Empire  of  Japan  agreed  to  surrender. 

The  total  victory  of  the  Allies  over  the  Axis 
in  1945  ended  the  conflict.  World  War  II 
altered  the  political  alignment  and  social 
structure  of  the  world.  The  United  Nations 
(UN)  was  established  to  foster  international 
cooperation  and  prevent  future  conflicts. 

The  great  powers  that  were  the  victors 
of  the  war—  the  United  States,  Soviet 
Union,  China,  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
France_became  the  permanent  members 
of  the  United  Nations  Security  Council. 

[3]  The  Soviet  Union  and  the  United  States 
emerged  as  rival  superpowers,  setting  the 
stage  for  the  Cold  War,  which  lasted  for  the 
next  46  years.  Meanwhile,  the  influence  of 
European  great  powers  started  to  decline, 
while  the  decolonisation  of  Asia  and  Africa 
began.  Most  countries  whose  industries  had 
been  damaged  moved  towards  economic 
recovery.  Political  integration,  especially  in 
Europe,  emerged  a*,  an  effort  to  stabilise 
postwar  relations 
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The  Korean  War  lasted  from  25  June  1950 
-  27  July  1953.  It  was  a  war  between  the  Republic  of 
Korea  and  the  Democratic  People's  Republic  of  Korea. 

It  was  primarily  the  result  of  the  political  division  of  Ko¬ 
rea  by  an  agreement  of  the  victorious  Allies  at  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  the  Pacific  War  at  the  end  of  World  War  II. 

The  Korean  Peninsula  was  ruled  by  the  Empire  of  Japan 
from  1910  until  the  end  of  World  War  II.  Following  the 
surrender  of  the  Empire  of  Japan  in  September  1945, 

American  administrators  divided  the  peninsula  along 
the  38th  parallel,  with  U.S,  military  forces  occupying 
the  southern  half  and  Soviet  military  forces  occupying 
the  northern  half.[15] 

The  failure  to  hold  free  elections  throughout  the  Ko¬ 
rean  Peninsula  in  1948  deepened  the  division  between 
the  two  sides;  the  North  established  a  communist  gov¬ 
ernment,  while  the  South  established  a  capitalist  one. 

The  38th  parallel  increasingly  became  a  political  border 
between  the  two  Korean  states.  Although  reunification  negotiations  continued  in  the  months 
preceding  the  war,  tension  intensified.  Cross-border  skirmishes  and  raids  at  the  38th  Paral¬ 
lel  persisted.  The  situation  escalated  into  open  warfare  when  North  Korean  forces  invaded 
South  Korea  on  25  June  1950.[16]  It  was  the  first  significant  armed  conflict  of  the  Cold  War. 
[17]  In  1950  the  Soviet  Union  boycotted  the  United  Nations  security  council,  in  protest  at 
representation  of  China  by  the  Kuomintang  /  Republic  of  China  government,  which  had  taken 
refuge  in  Taiwan  following  defeat  in  the  Chinese  Civil  War.  In  the  absence  of  a  dissenting 
voice  from  the  Soviet  Union,  who  could  have  vetoed  it,  the  United  States  and  other  countries 
passed  a  security  council  resolution  authorizing  military  intervention  in  Korea. 

The  United  States  of  America  provided  88%  of  the  341,000  international  soldiers  which  aided 
South  Korean  forces  in  repelling  the  invasion,  with  twenty  other  countries  of  the  United 
Nations  offering  assistance.  Suffering  severe  casualties,  within  two  months  the  defend¬ 
ers  were  pushed  back  to  a  small  area  in  the  south  of  the  Korean  Peninsula,  known  as  the 
Pusan  perimeter.  A  rapid  U.N.  counter-offensive  then  drove  the  North  Koreans  past  the  38th 
Parallel  and  almost  to  the  Yalu  River,  when  the  People's  Republic  of  China  (PRC)  entered  the 
war  on  the  side  of  North  Korea.[16]  Chinese  intervention  forced  the  Southern-allied  forces 
to  retreat  behind  the  38th  Parallel.  While  not  directly  committing  forces  to  the  conflict,  the 
Soviet  Union  provided  material  aid  to  both  the  North  Korean  and  Chinese  armies.  The  active 
stage  of  the  war  ended  on  27  July  1953,  when  the  armistice  agreement  was  signed.  The 
agreement  restored  the  border  between  the  Koreas  near  the  38th  Parallel  and  created  the 
Korean  Demilitarized  Zone  (DMZ),  a  2.5-mile  (4.0  km)-wide  fortified  buffer  zone  between  the 
two  Korean  nations.  Minor  outbreaks  of  fighting  continue  to  the  present  day. 

With  both  North  Korea  and  South  Korea  sponsored  by  external  powers,  the  Korean  War  was 
a  proxy  war.  From  a  military  science  perspective,  it  combined  strategies  and  tactics  of  World 
War  I  and  World  War  II:  it  began  with  a  mobile  campaign  of  swift  infantry  attacks  followed  by 
air  bombing  raids,  but  became  a  static  trench  war  by  July  1951.
